Welcome to Oakwood — 


have looked forward to the time we might hold our golden anniversary sale at Oakwood. 

I had planned that we would make the entries strong enough and large enough to make it 
our best offering and a sale worthy of our 50 years of endeavor. Circumstances change our 
planning and this sale is to be our dispersion. 

I’ve had a chronic sinus infection for years. Treatments have resulted in nothing more 
than competing with the infection. It persists. The last winter was my worst. Winters in a 
warm, dry climate are the doctors’ decision. 

Paul II is a practicing veterinarian in Circleville, 12 miles from Oakwood. We considered 
letting him supervise the herd in my absence. His time is so much taken by his profession 
that he doesn’t feel he can fairly carry both assignments. 

The main part of the land at the home base is owned by my father’s estate. I own the 
cattle and operate the farm. The decision to disperse was difficult but considered from all 
angles, it seems the obvious answer. 

We've enjoyed our part in this Polled Shorthorn business. When we started, there were 
few breeders. There were only a few cattle shown by these few breeders. There has been a 
great change. Today there are many strong herds scattered over the country. The shows 
are large. The cattle are outstanding and are equal in calibre and kind to those developed 
and shown by competing breeds. 

We have enjoyed this business. It has been our way of life. It has furnished us our liveli- 
hood. It has educated two generations of Teegardins. We have enjoyed the people we’ve 
known over these years — folks who share our belief in Polled Shorthorns. We are grateful 
for the demand we have enjoyed for our cattle. It has spurred us to breed better cattle that 
we might continue to produce seed stock for the advancement of Polled Shorthorns. 

In this business of livestock breeding, I guess it is natural to want more time to accom- 
plish our ideals —to reach the goal we know lies ahead, to achieve the potential we know 
we have within our hands and to mold it into animals that can raise our standards. 

We have spent 50 years building better, using our experience, using the best bulls and 
females we could produce or buy and keeping our eye on that goal. We haven’t reached it, 
but I have a feeling that the stock bulls in service today and the females in the breeding 
herd are the best tools we’ve ever had.

We have tried to weave these essentials of individual excel- 
lence into a pattern of inheritance so that the Blood Bank at Oakwood would carry the genes 
of assurance that our cattle would “breed on.” 

Fifty years of aiming at one goal have been challenging. We are grateful for any suc- 
cesses we may have achieved. We can only hope that these animals will go into strong hands 
to establish new herds or strengthen those of our fellow breeders and that you may find them 
progenitors of the Oakwood pattern and that you achieve the goal toward which we at Oak- 
wood have been striving.

It well expresses the Oakwood breeding program and has an important 
place in this souvenir catalogue. 


We believe every great sire in history had to inherit that right to become great. Two bulls 
may be alike to the eye — but the combination of genes carried in the bloodstream will enable 
one to become a top sire, the other to be relegated to the list of unknowns. 


There is no magic formula. In this business everyone has the same opportunity to be suc- 
cessful. Top females as well as top bulls are mandatory — both from a known inheritance. 
That’s where many fail in their efforts to breed improving cattle. See the animal with the 
eye — ascertain its potential worth by its pedigree. 


The path to success must be twofold. Correct type and correct breeding must go hand 
in hand.

Oakwood Estelle 14th x and her full sister Oakwood Estelle 15th x proved 
to be great bull producers. And, Oakwood Estelle 36th x, selling, was the last daughter of 
Oakwood Estelle 15th x. 


When a group of Australians came, they insisted on at least one Estelle. We had already 
shared too many with our fellow breeders in this country and we found ourselves with only 
the old cows. We have five females for this sale and only a dispersion would get any of

The Lady Golden 5th Influence 


Lady Golden 5th x has probably exerted more influence on the Oakwood herd than any 
single cow we have ever owned. She came here with Commander in Chief x at side, a great 
prospect and we sold him in the 1944 sale to Clare B. Turner and Sons, Cass City, Mich. She 
dropped Oakwood Leader x in 1946. He was sired by the $5,700 imported Gosshall Ximenes. 
He was a great prospect and we marked him for herd bull duty immediately. 


In 1948 I was carrying an order for the best red bull in America that was a 100 per cent 
dehorner. I went to see Commander in Chief x. He filled the bill and three crops of calves 
convinced me he should return to Oakwood. What’s more, he didn’t need a boat ride. 


At the 1950 International the junior and reserve grand champion bull was Oakwood 
Mainstay x, son of Commander in Chief x. He sired also the first-prize get-of-sire Oakwood 
Leader x sired the reserve grand champion female, Oakwood Gladness x, and his get stood 
second! 


Oakwood Gladness x and Oakwood Myrtle 9th x, the first daughters, of Commander 
in Chief x dropped at Oakwood, were the first-prize pair of females at the 1950 International. 
They hold the unprecedented record of repeating the same performance in 1951 and again 
in 1952! A record in Polled Shorthorn circles or in any breed at the International! 


The reserve grand champion bull at the International in 1951 was Oakwood Predictor x. 
Oakwood’s winning best ten head in 1950-1951 were half by Commander in Chief x and 


half by Oakwood Leader x. In 1952 Oakwood Myrtle 4th x was made reserve grand cham- 
pion female.

The Oakwood Missie Story 


The Missie family at Oakwood descends from two imported Edgcote Missie cows. Car- 
penter and Ross bought all the females of this noted family and despite some fabulous offers 
from Scottish breeders to keep some of them in Scotland, they all came to Maxwalton. 

My father didn’t indicate how much money I might spend in the Maxwalton dispersion 
because he was certain I would spend more than enough! I watched two Missie cows sell 
that I wanted and could hardly resist, but passed them. I was sick when my father said “Well, 
if they were that kind, that’s what I supposed you’d buy; where did they go?” Two years 
later I got Maxwalton Missie F bought. It was a good day’s work and the price wasn’t really 
important. She proved that and her descendants have never stopped. 

I never got the daughter of Edgcote Flapper bought but B. C. Carpenter lived up to 
his promise to sell her daughter, Oak Shade Missie 8th to me “when she’s 12 years old.” He 
did just that. Her first calf by Oakwood Emperor x was a heifer but never settled. Her last 
effort gave us two white heifers —Oakwood Missie 11th x and Oakwood Missie 12th x. We 
sold the 11th to go back to Maxwalton. We kept Missie 12th x. 

Which branch of these Edgcote Missies has been the best is a question I gannot answer 
since so many good ones have come from each. 

The best pair of females that ever left Oakwood of any family were Oakwood Missie 3d x 
and Oakwood Missie 4th x. They went to Eric Kellen in 1937 and in Australia they estab- 
lished .a great family. Missie 8rd x was grand champion twice at the Royal Easter Show 
nursing a calf. 

Oakwood Mainstay x, 1950 International reserve grand champion bull, exported to Kyalla 
Stud in 1951 at $6,500 stayed in service until 1962 and sired many Royal Easter Show win- 
ners and sale toppers. He was out of Oakwood Missie 14th x. 

A full brother to Oakwood Mainstay x, Oakwood Mainfest x, was selected by the Wer- 
theins to head their herd in the Argentine. He has sired both bull and female champions in 
the Palermo Show year after year. 

Gordon Blackstock took a daughter (her last one) of Oakwood Missie 12th x to Bapton 
for a foundation female. Visitors to Bapton have reported and Blackstock has confirmed that 
the daughter of Calrossie Constellation out of Oakwood Missie Mine x is as good as any 
horned female in the Bapton herd. 

We could fill a book with the performance of these Edgcote Missies. Bulls that have 
been champions and likewise stock bulls, like Oakwood Royal Rodney x who went to the 
Killen herd in Australia after he had won at every state fair that season and his little brother 
Cees Royal Marquis x that kept pushing him and went to the Wright herd in New 
Zealand. 

It’s one thing to breed cattle good enough to win. It’s great to see them go into strong 
herds. It’s GREATER to see them breed on. That’s the factor they have by inheritance and 
it he right cow families used with prepotent stock bulls to achieve that satisfaction.

| livestock breeding business, if we ap- 


proach it as a business, is most chal- 
lenging. It has been this way to me since 
the day I went with my father as a ten- 
year-old boy to buy our first Polled Short- 
horn bull. A number of calves were avail- 
able and I was much pleased as we rode 
home to think that we owned the best one 
of the lot. 


I think that pride of ownership of better 
animals is felt by every true stockman in 
this business. It gives a feeling of satis- 
faction, a sense of established leadership in 
our inner beings and gives us the urge to 
achieve. 


Our first six years were years of trying 
to establish our position in a small way, all 
to no avail. We had to start over. Every 
pedigree was unknown and unheralded in 
its inheritance. We had a small herd, but 
we had nothing to warrant further efforts. 


That experience was dear in both dollars 
and years. But it taught a lesson that I’ve 
never forgotten. We had overlooked the 
greatest of the fundamentals in this busi- 
ness. Good animals have to fulfill two pre- 
requisites. They must be good to the eye. 
They must come by that appeal through in- 
heritance. 


In 1921 we took time to visit all the lead- 
ing herds in the states east of the Missis- 


Oakwood- 


sippi. We did a lot of looking. We came 
home to do some thinking. 


The first time I felt most inadequate was 
when my Father said “We have $3,000 to 
spend to start over. You decide how to 
spend it.” 


Today I'd hesitate to do what I did then. 
The one bull calf that impressed me most 
was a ten-week-old dark roan calf standing 
under an apple tree at Dallas Miller’s farm. 
As a kid I didn’t know what it was he had 
that made me believe he was the bull, but 
I knew he had sold himself to me. 


I knew his sire was a great bull. We had 
seen evidence in two calf crops that he was 
siring a top group of calves. I knew his 
grandsire was the leading sire in the West 
and that his dam had a record of producing 
good calves in three herds—for she had 
been through three dispersions. 


What about his dam? She was a good one 
to look at. I knew her sire had gotten a few 
winners but that was all I knew. I knew 
the great granddam had been a cow that 
was purchased as a foundation cow by a 
man who bred good Polled Shorthorns in 
the early days. I recalled reading about her 
being defeated for the championship at Chi- 
cago and how she might have won. I re- 
called she had been purchased to go to a 
Polled Durham herd. Our cattle were 
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VERE TORRE Pai Sa aes, 


Royal Count Jr., the first of the great 
Oakwood stock bulls, that was acquired 
as a ten-week-old calf when the Tee- 
gardins made their second start after a 
costly lesson in how not to found a herd. 


known as Polled Durhams in those early 
days. 

Actually I guess it was intuition that 
made me believe this cow and her cow 
family were right. Today, I know they were 
and I know why. 

I pursued my hunch and elected to cast 
my lot with the ten-week-old calf. Thus 
Royal Count Jr. x came to Oakwood at six 
months. 

I didn’t spend all the money because I 
wasn’t sure about where I wanted to spend 
that much. I bought a Cruickshank Butter- 
fly of much promise, I thought. She was 
only a heifer calf but I knew how this fam- 
ily had produced good ones for generations 
and that nothing but top bulls had been 
used in the herd. My second heifer was a 
show prospect like I had dreamed about. 
She made a] good show cow and won at 
Chicago nursing a calf, but she missed 
breeding great ones. 


Showing cattle was a part of me but I 
still think it was a part that should have 
been. I wanted good cattle. We wanted to 
breed good ones. I knew of no better way 
to measure how we were getting along than 
to show them in competition at state fairs. 
My father had not been in complete accord 
but agreed to let me make our first show in 
1919. We came home from the Ohio State 
Fair with a blue ribbon. That gave me the 
urge and I’ve never ceased having that feel- 
ing. To me it is the best yardstick of com- 
parison to determine if you are breeding 
right cattle. It was in 1919 and it is today. 


Luck was with me in Royal Count Jr. His 
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calves were good enough to win against 
seasoned showmen. The second calf out of 
Imperial Butterfly x—the heifer calf I 
bought when I bought Royal Count Jr. x — 
was Oakwood Baron x. He just missed be- 
ing steered. Home from college for a week- 
end, I was castrating calves and Father said 
“catch that red calf, he’s next.” I pleaded 
for three months time to see if he was a 
good one. I thought he was and father let 
me have it my way. 

Oakwood Baron x was junior champion 
bull at the Ohio State Fair that fall. He 
topped his class at the International in our 


first showing at Chicago. That was in 1925. ~ 


Royal Count Jr. x topped the aged bull 
class at the 1926 International. His son, 
Oakwood Radium x, was junior champion. 
His daughter, Oakwood Welcome x, was 
senior champion and we won the coveted 
get-of-sire award. 

We had an opportunity to sell Royal 
Count Jr. then and there at a long price in 
those days. Father thought we ought to 
take the money. I was sure if we sold the 
bull someone else would be doing the win- 
ning in two years and I refused. 


In 1927 Oakwood Baron x became our 
first International grand champion bull. He 
stayed at Oakwood, proved to be a 100 per 
cent dehorner and we needed Oakwood 
Baron. His son, Oakwood Rodney x out of 
one of these Shorthorn cows was the grand 
champion at the 1929 International. He was 
generally conceded by cattlemen to be 
about the best young bull the breed had 
developed. I was most proud of him to say 
the least. 


In 1930 came a day of decision. I had 
sold a yearling bull for export to South 
America at the 1929 Indiana State Fair. I 
needed a yearling bull to show at the Amer- 
ican Royal and at the International. C. C. 
Rex Malberry of Indiana only had four fe- 
males and he drove them over to Dallas 
Miller’s to breed them. He had a young bull 
that was basically right but in his working 
clothes. 


At Chicago he stood third. I refused three 
times the price I had paid for him. By July 
1930 he had developed into quite a bull. 
A chap from South America came for a 
look. He had been to other herds and our 
place was his last stop. The bull suited and 
the price was agreeable. 


I was so proud of Oakwood Rodney x, 
I wanted to show him to the South Amer- 
ican buyer. The moment his head hit the 
open door I realized I had made a mistake. 
He circled the bull without commenting for 


10 minutes. Then he said, “This is the bull.” 


I replied, “For me, not for you.” 


Six weeks later he cabled. “Cable price, 
Oakwood Rodney x. No other bull con- 
sidered.” I stood firm. 


Fate has to help shape our destiny. At 
the Illinois State Fair Oakwood Rodney x 
had been grand champion. I had the un- 
limited nerve to bring out the International 
grand champion again, but I believed I was 
right and cleared all the hurdles. Frank 
Harding saw the two bulls and remarked, 
“I'm going to give you some fatherly ad- 
vice. You own the only bull in the world 


these people will buy, He.can be’ the top-' 


selling bull of the year — horned or polled. 
You also have the best stock bull prospect 
you ever owned and you are trying to sell 
him instead!” It was timely advice that I 
needed. 


Oakwood Rodney x made his last show in 
horned competition at the Eastern States 
Exposition, Springfield, Mass., and Ill con- 
fess to shedding some big tears as I closed 
the car door and left him for his boat ride 
to Uruguay. 

Time healed the wound of his departure 
quickly. Oakwood Royal King x was the 
senior and grand champion bull at the In- 
ternational in December. It was our best 
showing at Chicago. We were stabled in 
Barn 13, took 13 head and won 13 firsts 
and the grand championship bull award. 
We stood first and second on the get-of- 
sire by Oakwod Royal King. 


He died in 1935. We had his son, Oak- 
wood Emperor x, then only 14 months old. 
Emperor was the 1936 International grand 
champion after an undefeated show season. 
He was elected to stay at Oakwood. 


In 1937 Eric Killen from Australia came 
to Oakwood. He had seen the two sons of 
Oakwood Royal King x that went to Aus- 
tralia in 1934-35. He had watched their 
calves. He had seen the few heifers we had 
sent out. He announced on arrival that he 
had come to buy all the daughters of Oak- 
wood Royal King x for sale and his two best 
sons. I told him he was a year too late to 
buy females and that if I could outguess 
him, Oakwood Royal King’s two best sons 
would stay at Oakwood. 


Oakwood Merry King x was a junior calf, 
just six months old. He looked great but he 
was a mere calf. After four days of plead- 
ing I was made to feel that some Oakwood 
Royal King influence was essential to the 
foundation of the Killen herd and I reluc- 
tantly sold him, five females and two other 


Oakwood Royal King x perpetuated the 
blood of Royal Count Jr. x and estab- 
lished a great Polled Shorthorn dynasty. 


bulls. Three females were daughters. One 
bull was a son and he took the first son of 
Oakwood Emperor x out of a full sister to 
the 1934 International grand champion, 
Oakwood Regent x. This calf developed 
well, made a great sire and stayed in serv- 
ice for 12 years. The other bull died short- 
ly out of quarantine. 


Killen left me speechless with his offer to 
buy Oakwood Emperor x at $10,000, but I 
never wavered, much as I could have used 
the money which would have gone a far 
piece in 1937. Had I known that Oakwood 
Merry King x would emerge the 1939 In- 
ternational grand champion bull and be the 
great sire he was, I might well have taken 
the $10,000 for Oakwood Emperor x. 


Although he died in 1935, Oakwood 
Royal King x has the unprecedented record 
of five consecutive get-of-sire wins at the 
International. He sired three grand cham- 
pion bulls at Chicago and a grand cham- 
pion female. His junior and senior cham- 
pion sons and daughters were also in evi- 
dence from 1933 to 1939. 


At the time Frank Harding suggested 
the great stock bull promise of Oakwood 
Royal King x to me, I was aware of the pre- 
potent influence of Royal Count Jr. x 
through his International grand champion 
son, Oakwood Baron x and the excellent 
calves we had gotten, not only from the 
daughters of Royal Count Jr. x mated to his 
son, but also the same kind of calves were 
coming from cows of no relationship. 


This convinced me that purchase of the 
10-week-old Royal Count Jr. x had brought 
a prepotent stock bull to Oakwood. 

I had decided from. observation and read- 
ing that the best cattle to “breed on” in 
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The head of Crekland Lancer x, the 
greatest of all Oakwood’s International 
champions and, more important, the 
greatest of all its stock bulls. 


past history were line-bred in the blood of a 
prepotent stock bull. 


That’s why I was so determined to keep 
Oakwood Rodney x —a grandson of the old 
bull —a son of Oakwood Baron x and out 
of an outcross, unrelated cow to carry on 
our breeding program. He was what I 
wanted as an individual. He was tailor 
made by his inheritance. 

Why did Oakwood Royal King x do well 
as a sire for us? He was sired by another 
son of Royal Count x — sire of Royal Count 
Jr. x—and out of a daughter of Polled 
Archer, the sire of Royal Count Jr.’s dam. 
The dam of Royal King was by a half 
brother to Royal Count Jr. x—a son of 
Sultan’s Creed x (the outcross bull) and out 
of the same dam as Royal Count Jr. x. 
The dam of Royal King x was by Royal 
Count x. 

Actually, Oakwood Royal King carried 
62%.% of the same blood as Royal Count 
Jr. x which was 122% more than I con- 
sidered ideal, but coming through the three 
generations it was security, at least to my 
thinking. 

We put Oakwood Emperor x, the 1936 
International grand champion, to his half 
sisters. He was out of a daughter of Oak- 
wood Baron x, but he had the outcross from 
his granddam, the imported Milrig Estelle 
by Naemoor Druid. Lucky day for Oakwood 
when I skipped college classes for a day 
and went to the sale where she was offered. 
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Oakwood Emperor x daughters, Oakwood 
Royal King x daughters, Royal Count Jr. x 
daughters and those by Oakwood Baron x 
were available to Oakwood Merry King x 
when he was ready for service. 

Yes, another son of the old bull, but his 
dam brought the outcross we had to have. 
She was from a Marr Maud family that 
had distinguished itself in the Shallenberger 
herd. Albert Hultine had bought his foun- 
dation cow there. I got her granddaughter, 
a daughter of the 1925 International grand 
champion Mardale out of a dam sired by 
the grandsire of our Royal Count Jr. 


The breeders (ten years later) felt that 
Oakwood Merry King was probably our 
greatest sire to his time. 


His sons bred on with uncanny accuracy. 
His daughters are the granddams and great 
granddams of a number of the better known 
sires today throughout the world. 


One of the bulls I regret never having 
had a chance to use was Oakwood Hall- 
mark x—the result of our generations of 
Oakwood Royal King x blood. Hallmark 
carried 50% of the blood of Royal King x. 
He looked a sire and until I was ready to 
use him, I sold a half interest to Ray Har- 
den, our Ohio neighbor. The bull was to 
come back to Oakwood in the fall. He died 
in August. His son was the sire of the In- 
ternational grand champion, Broadway 
Hallmark x, shown by the Clodfelters at 
Greencastle, Ind., and was a grand breed- 
ing bull for them. 


Gosshall Ximenes was about the best 
stock bull prospect I thought had come to 
Oakwood in 20 years when I imported him 
from Scotland. In 1942 when I was looking 
for an outcross bull he qualified on every 
count. He looked the part. His pedigree 
backed up his apparent promise. 

In the Pendleton & Co. Dispersion I 
found Lady Golden 5th, a thin two-year- 
old heifer with a bull calf at foot. She was 
so thin one couldn’t imagine what she would 
look like in good breeding flesh. She had 
a pedigree all the way to the imported cow, 
packed with bulls of known heritage. She 
was a heavy milker —the calf showed that 
—and he looked like royalty. 


I resolved to buy this cow and calf and 
to mate her to Gosshall Ximenes. It took a 
year to get her in condition but her first 
bull was Oakwood Leader x. He had a 
stock bull look with great bone and head, 
thick quarters and good balance. We re- 
solved to keep him. 


Gosshall Ximenes had a wire in _ his 
paunch but never gave any indication of 


it. He died suddenly when it punctured 
a lung and the worth of our first outcross 
sire in 20 years came to an end. 


We put Oakwood Leader to work on the 
Oakwood Royal King x, Oakwood Em- 
peror x, Oakwood Merry King x lineage. 
His first calves were widely accepted. 


His daughter, Oakwood Gladness x, won 
the reserve grand championship at the In- 
ternational as a junior calf. His son, Circle- 
view Leader x, was International reserve 
grand champion. 


We sold Commander in Chief x as a 
bull calf in 1944. There were no shows 
during World War II and we didn’t think 
we needed him. 


I was carrying an order for the best tried 
sire in America that was red and a 100% 
dehorner. I thought Commander in Chief x 
could be the answer. I went to look. Three 
crops of calves out of 25 cows with no 
similarity in either inheritance or type sold 
me quickly before I got out of the pasture 
where he was running with his harem. We 


needed him at Oakwood. 


I learned he wasn’t for sale. It took time, 
a son of Gosshall Ximenes out of Oakwood 
Hope 5th x that we were holding to use, 
and a lot of negotiating. Commander in 
Chief came back to be teamed up with 
Oakwood Leader x, his half brother. Both 
were out of Lady Golden 5th x. 


His first calf dropped at Oakwood was 
Oakwood Myrtle 4th x, first senior heifer at 
Chicago in 1950 and the reserve grand 
champion female in 1952. 


Oakwood Mainstay x, out of a daughter 
of Gosshall Ximenes, backed by Oakwood 
Emperor x, Oakwood Royal King x and Oak- 
wood Baron x, was the 1950 International 
reserve grand champion bull. He was ex- 
ported to the Kyalla stud in Australia at 
$6,500 in 1951 along with five females 
from Oakwood. He became a noted sire. 
A full brother went to the Argentine four 
years later to do equally well. 

In 1951 another son of Commander in 
Chief was reserve grand champion bull at 
the International. A full sister to this bull 
was the dam of Oakwood Gladiator x, 
1957 International reserve grand champion. 
In 1953 a daughter of Commander in Chief 
X was reserve champion at Chicago. 

In 1950 and 1951 our best ten head at. 
the International were half by Oakwood 
Leader x and half by Commander in Chief 
x that also sired three winning gets-of-sire 
and two second-prize gets. 


We looked for two years for a bull to 


Commander in Chief x, another Inter- 
national champion that left a host of 
outstanding Polled Shorthorns for Oak- 
wood and for the world. 


bring some more of Scotland’s best blood 
into our program. We found him in Lawton 
Benefactor, the $6,000 grandson of both 
Kirkton Baronet and Kirkton Envoy. We 
shared his ownership with Willow Lee 
Farm. 


He sired the 1957 International reserve 
grand champion bull, Oakwood Gladiator x. 
Teamed with a daughter, Oakwood Missie 
34th x, they won the pair of yearlings 
class. We couldn’t use Lawton Benefactor 
heavily since the deeply bred polled cows 
were somewhat limited. 


A trip to the Creekland sale in April 
1955 further reduced the use of Lawton 
Benefactor. 


With the purchase of Creekland Lancer x, 
we found a bull that I considered the best 
stock bull prospect I had ever seen in all 
the years of looking for a better bull. He 
looked like a stock bull prospect. He seem- 
ed to be the heaviest muscled calf in his 
rear quarters I had seen. His- loin was 
thickly muscled. He had a deep, wide chest 
to prove he had constitution. In short, he 
had bull power written all over him. 
There was bone aplenty, a sire’s head and 
the eye of a stock bull. 

He combined the blood of Scotland’s best 
with a lineage of Polled Shorthorn blood 
that had been proved. He had a right to 
his promise in my opinion. 

Creekland Lancer x was the grand cham- 
pion bull at the 1955 International, Illinois 
and Ohio State Fairs. We put him to service 
immediately after he came home from Chi- 
cago. 

We eagerly awaited his first calves. We 
were more than pleased. Each season, we 
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felt, simply added additional testimony to 
his ability. The major shows of the country 
reflected the acceptance of his calves by 
over 30 different judges and the record is 
impressive. 

We mated his first daughters to his sons. 
-We simply wanted to be sure we could 
pursue a line-breeding program. The calves 
from such matings have been tested under 
“our Ohio Performance Testing program. 
These bulls have demonstrated that they

have “grow ability’ and the figures sub- 
stantiate the fact. 


The record by the get of Creekland 
Lancer x at the International in 1961 es- 
tablishes him as a sire of winners without 
parallel in this decade. 

He sired the junior and grand champion 
bull— Oakwood Lancer x; the senior and 
reserve grand champion, Circleview Lancer 


But his influence will live on... 


x, that had been the junior and reserve 
grand champion in 1960; Oakwood Con- 
tract x was reserve senior champion bull; 
his daughter, Oakwood Rosewood 30th x 
was senior and grand champion female. 


Creekland Lancer x also sired the first 
and second-prize groups of three bulls. His 
get-of-sire stood first and second. The win- 
ning ten head groups in 1960 and 1961 
were all by Creekland Lancer. It was a 
great feat, but Creekland Lancer x sired 
these winners! Three times his get has been 
first, three times his junior get has been 
first, three times his get has been second! 


I feel that this stock bull prospect I saw 
at Creekland the day I changed his owner- 
ship to Oakwood, has justified my fullest 
confidence. In the years ahead, his influence 
may be more apparent in herds where 
thickness of muscle and constitutional vigor 
are recognized as prerequisites in herd sires. 


His work is done. He died Jan. 15, 1963. 
and on. 


We have retained the four sons of Creek- 
land Lancer x we believed in most to carry 
forward the Lancer dynasty. Three of them 
are out of our old time-tested and proved 
cow families backed by the bulls we 
have used and bulls whose calves have met 
our standards. The fourth bull is a son of 
one of the best herd bull-producing families 
from Naemoor. Three other sons have been 
stock bulls and this one has the most of 
the essentials we deem necessary in a stock 


bull. 


The 50 years we've spent in this business 
have been great years. We have learned 
much. We have tried to apply the knowl- 
edge we have gained. We have had the 
thrill of winning. We have had the dis- 
appointments that go with any enterprise. 


The greatest satisfaction we have had 
has been in seeing our cattle make good for 
our customers. We believe our herd today 
can build the Polled Shorthorn breed 


stronger for tomorrow.
